S and 7 inches and a finger stop, the handle also having a first €xxd and a top 
sur&ce ad^ted to engage an index finger, said handle further incbi^ "ig ft, i t of generally planar 
side surfaces extending hetween said ton sur&ce and a bottom surface, s^d side surfaces being 
wider than said too surface and being generaUv nemenriinular to said ton surface: 

placing an index fixiger longitudinally along on the top surface with the tip of die index 
finger engaging the finger stop ; 

placing a thumb finfler tip against one of the nair of side surfaces:
